I RECENT weeks 


Morwell's lively striker— 
cum midfielder Brian 
Bothwell has been 
getting plenty of media 
wraps, and that isn't 
before time according to 
coach Bobby 
McLachlan, 

"Brian is a really good 
player," McLachlan 
quickly points out. 

“His best position is as 
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an out and out striker but 
because of our situation 
with Markovski, 
Armstrong and Spink he 
has been playing more 
behind the front men. 

"But he is really good 
up front and has terrific 
pace,” 

Maybe much of the 
media attention has 
been on the Melbourne 
Knights strike duo of Joa 
Spiteri and Mark Viduka 
but McLachlan is in 


absolutely no doubt that 
the Scots-born player 
could challenge for a 
place in the national set- 
up. 

"No bother at all," 
McLachlan says, 

“Brian has class 
written all over him and I 
would strongly 
recommend Eddie 
Thomson to come and 
have a look at him. 

"Other coaches rave 
about all of these other

guys but Brian is as 
good a player. 

"Lcan play him a bit 
deeper because he does 
so much running for me 
but his best position is 
up front.” 

And with Australia’s 
long suffering lack of 
goal scorers at 
international level 
Thomson could do 
worse than take a trip to 
the Latrobe Valley to 
check out the speedy 


Falcon. 

Bothwell had been well 
out of the limelight of 
Australian soccer until 
last season when 
McLachlan snapped him. 
up from Premier League 
side Fawkner. 

But before that he had 
spent two years as an 
apprentice with Sheffield 
United in England. 

However, at 24 
Bothwell is over the age 
limit for the Olyroos and 
Thomson has a well- 
known liking for 
developing his players 
through the Australian 
representative youth 
system. 

And although his club 
coach uses him as a 
midfielder when the 
occasion necessitates 
Brian Bothwell has a 
clear liking for a more 
forward role. 

"| would prefer to play 
as a striker,” he says. 

“| would rather that 
forward role than 
combining defensive 
duties as well.” 

But one of the pluses 
in coming out of midfield 
is the amount of space 
that he is being given by 
some teams. 

Maybe that is because 
they don't expect 
someone with Bothwell's 
aggression and speed to 


come out of that position 
but whatever it is 
certainly contributing to 
his game. 

This season his sights 
are set firmly ona place 
in the play-offs and then 
who knows after that. 

"We are a good team 
and with players still to 
come back from injury 
we could do well," he 
says. 

"If we could string 
together a run of good 
wins we will be right up 
there. 

"Morwell will be there 
at the finals." 

Brian Bothwell 
certainly mirrors his on- 
field play with a very 
confident attitude off it 
and that is one of the 
pluses as the Falcons 
plot for that Top Six 
position which so cruelly 
eluded the club last 
term, 

That would be as good 
a stage as any for one of 
the League's most 
exciting talents, and 
maybe a fitting one for 
the national coach to 
spot what people in the 
Latrobe have known for 
awhile - that Brian 
Bothwell is knocking on 
the door marked 
‘national squad’.
